J. Francis Connors Writes First of 


Series of Articles on Conditions 


As They Exist In the 


/ 
Fatherland. 


J. Francis Connors, who spent a 
year in study under Josef Lhevinne, 
the famous Russian pianiste, in Ber- 
lin, Germany, just previous to 
the 
present groat war which has shaken 
all Europe to its foundation, writes 
most interestingly ot the social 1196 
and conditions that exist in Germany 
in times of peace. 
This is the first ot a series of arti- 
cles on Germany and the present war 
which Mr. Connors will write for the 
Gazette and should prove most inter- 
esting reading owing to the fact that 
during his year's residence in Berlin 
ho made many friends and when the 
war actually broke out was forced to 
remain there for some weeks, in fact 
until long after the mobilization and 
actual fighting had commenced. 
Mr. Connors is almost pro-German 
in his opinion of the present struggle 
owing to the fact he came in such 
close touch with the kaiser's subjects 
His views on the subject of Germany's 
attitude in the 'war will be interesting 
to note as coming first hand and nol 
being biased by rumors or reports of 
which he knew nothing. -His first ar 
tide treats of the German social life 
and the conditions in Berlin previous 
to the commencement of hostilities. 
"When a native American journeys 
abroad and into a foreign land he is 
naturally curious to gain an insight 
into the ways and customs of the peo 
pic. 
The first difficulty encounterec 
is the mastering that language, at 
least to that extent ot an ordinary 
understanding'with the native. 
"Not being of German descent 
their tongue was by far the 


can way ol thinkine, they do much 
and say little. 
Everyone is aware that Germany 
has produced great philosphers, men 
of letters,' scientists and musicians. 
America's 
appreciation 
of

of this Teutonic 
nation 
s widely shown, for do not we send, 
n hundreds, students and scholars 
from these shores to complete and 
receive the finishing touches ol edu- 
cation in German schools? 
Germany has a large number of 
poor people.

many have left their 
homes and have come here as the 
chance for advance by industry and 
perseverance Is thought to be greater 
than at home.

Das Vaterland" and as this war has 
proven, very many have attempted to 
return in the time o' dire need but

PAROLE LAW FAILS 


IN PRACTICE CLAIMS 


POLICE AUTHORITIES 


Commitment 
Law 
Needs 
Radical 


Changes 
and Strict Enforce- 


ment Declare Officials. 


Claim, was made 
by Chief of Po- 
lice Champion this morning, and was 
expressed by other county authorities, 
that the Wisconsin commitment law, 
as exercised, has 'failed 
in 
practice 


and that the law, good in theory, is 
not producing the desired effect. 
The 
greatest point that has 
caused 
the 


failure is r.hat in many cases the pa- 
role privilege provided 
by the law, 


released men from jail to absolute lib- 
erty when their offense demands they 
be kept behind bars. Numerous times 
men serving sentences under .the law 
have been rearrested for intoxication, 
the charge that they were convicted 
on, by the police several times before 
their "term" is 
completed. 
Experi- 
ence in police matters 
show that a 


large number o£ the commitment law 
prisoners fail to work out their term, 
but immediately after 
their 
release 


from the county jail are worse violat- 
ors of the law than before their sen- 
tence. 


It is claimed that to secure the 
right 
effect 
of the law, prisoners 


should serve a specified time behind 
the jail bars and then be paroled out 
to work. This method is used in all 
state penal institutions, the prisoners 
being confined to a call for a short 
time before being put to work, serv- 
ing to impress the 
punishment 
.or 
the offense. 


In Racme county commitment law 


pnsoni'Vs are 
required to return to 
the county jail each night and 
make 


the Jail their sleeping quarters while 
not actually at work. 
On Sundays 


they are confined to jail, 
preventing 
them 
from 
obtaining 
liquor. 
This 
would not 
be 
necessary 
in cases 
where the prisoner is paroled out to 
the country, away from the city, but 
the practise of this 
system

cated for the intoxicants and vagrants
